IN GOULD SCANDAL 


Miss Helen Mar Bares Chapter 
in the Relations of Col. 
Cody and Kathrine 
Clemmons, 


ONCE LIVED IN CHICAGO. 


Witness Asserts She Called on 
Couple in This City and Found 
Their Life One of Storm 
and Sunshine. 


New York, Nov. 24.—{Special.]—Revealing 
what she said was a truthful record of inci- 
dents in the life of Mrs. Howard Gould, Mise 
Helen Mar, who testified last week in secret 
before the referee appointed by the Supreme 
court to hear her evidence in the Gould case, 
repeated today the story she had told on the 
witness stand. 

Miss Mar testified Kathrine Clemmons not 
only had hoped to find riches and success 
through her friendship for Buffalo Bill,” 
Cok W. . Cody, but that her life was for 
a time overclouded by the constant fear of 
being cast off. The relations of Kathrine 
Clemmons and Buffalo Bill” were pio- 
tured in plain terme, and all the details of 


how Col. Cody rid himself of the woman 


who subsequently became the wife of How- 
ard Gould were recited by the witness. Miss 
Mar testified not only to what she insisted 
Kathrine Clemmons had told of her rela- 
tions with the man who supported her, but 
testified also to incidents in which she was 
& participant or which she had seen. 


like Chapter from Past. 
In its entirety her testimony was like a 


chapter carved from the seemingly forgot- 


ten past of the woman’s life, and brought 
euddenly to the foreground to confront her. 
Gould’s lawyers, it was said. would use the 
evidence in an effort to keep down the ali- 
mony Mrs. Gould demanded in her suit for 
separation. 

In the story told by the witness, Mies Mar, 
it was made to appear that throughout the 
years in which Kathrihe Clemmons lived 
with Colly she was haunted by the fear that 
he would cast her off, penniless and dis- 
graced, and compe? her to shift for herself. 
She and Cody, it was alleged under oath, had 
many bitter quarrels; in fact, it seemed from 
evidence before the referee as if their rela- 
tions consisted. of a series of quarrels and 
reunions. 


Oalled at Their Chicago Home. 

In Chicago, where, witness said, Kathrine 
Clemmons and Cody lived in a house in For- 
est avenue, the former scout accused the 
woman of having poisoned him. Cody was

Entangled with Notorious Crook. 

Another feature of the testimony was the 
bringing into the case of William C. Wood- 
ward, alias Big BI Hawley, one of the 
most notorious crooks In the world. Wood- 
ward, the witness said, crossed on the steam- 
er with herself and Kathrine Clemmons, 
and when the vessel reached the other side it 
was the notorious criminal who escorted 
them in his carriage to a hotel. 

After engaging rooms, the two women, 
Woodward, and another man went for a 
drive, the Mar woman testified, and they also 
had dinner together. On the following morn- 
ing Miss Mar and Kathrine Clemmons went 
driving together, it is alleged, and when they 
returned they learned Woodward had called 
and left his card. 

Tells of Wasted Money. 

In her relations with Cody, it was attempt- 
ed to prove by the testimony of the Mar 
woman, Kathrine Clemmons showed many 
of the characteristics which Howard Gould's 
friends say she possesses now and which 
caused Gould to advertise in the newspapers 
that he would not be responsible for hig 
wife's debts. 

In this city! Kathrine Clemmons had rooms 
in the Hoffman house and Cody had rooms 
across the hail. They quarreled incessantly. 
After one quarrel, the testimony is, Cody left 
the woman and went west. He neglected to 
provide money for her wants, and Mise Ciem- 
mons found herself Mving in an expensive 
hotel, but without sufficient funds even to 
tip the waiters. Those were days of anxiety 
for Mise Clemmons, the witness said. When- 
ever any one knocked on her door she feared 
it was the manager of the hotel come to order 
her out. She complained bitterly of Cody’s 
stinginess amd decided to have revenge by 
attacking his pocketbook. 

She and Miss Mar had all their meals in the 
hotel, and Miss Clemmons formed the habit 
of placing a sheet of paper or part of a nap- 
kin on the names of dishes and ordering them 
by their prices, The most costly dishes were 
ordered, the Mar woman testified, and most 
of them remained on the table untouched. 


No Money; She Rides in Cabs. 

Not having car fare, Miss Clemmons was 
compelled to ride in cabs, which she charged 
to her account in the hotel. Cody, the tes- 
timony ran, got tired of paying the big hotel 
bills and he telegraphed to the manager to 
cut off Miss Clemmon cab account and not 
to pay for things she bought outside of the 
hotel. The fear Cody had broken with her 
and she would be ordered out of the hotel 
grew so strong with Miss Clemmons that she 
formed a plan of action, the witness said, 
when the order to leave should come. 

In all conversations between the Mar 
woman and Kathrine Clemmons the sub- 
ject that was discussed almost constantly 
was the strong clutch Cody kept on his 
money. It enraged Miss Clemmons to 
think of all the money Cody was making out 
of his Wild West show, and how he was 
hanging on to it. 

Helps Her in Play.

Paris Sees Dawn of Republic in 
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CARLOS “HOUSE IN REVOLT. 


King’s Policy Angers Member’s Family; 
| Troops Are Ready. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNZE.] 

PARIS, Nov. 24.—That a revolution, the 
abdication of King Carlos, and the formation 
of a republic in Portugal will be the outcome 
of the present disturbances in that country 
is the belief of well informed circles here. 

A strict censorship is being placed on all 
G@ispatches coming from Lisbon and it is im- 
possible to get news direct from that city, 
but travelers returning to Spain report 
that the entire city is in a state of confusion’ 
and that frequent clashes between the sol- 
diers and the ineurgents have occurred and 
that many persons have been killed and 
wounded. 

Some of his ministers are said to have re- 
quested King Carlos to declare martial law 
throughout the kingdom, but this he has so 
far refused to do. 


Own Household in Revolt. 

Tt is reported that King Carlos faces trou- 
ble in his own household as well as from the 
people, and that Col. Tasta, aid de camp, 
has resigned because of troubles with his 
majesty. 

Trouble also is brewing in the army and 
several regiments whose loyalty is feared 
have been disarmed. That there has been 
serious difijulty and even an outbreak in the 
army is not doubted here, although it has 
been strenuously denied by the embassy | 
officials. 

One report, which was received by way of 
Madrid, states that the king is virtually a 
prisoner in his palace. This message adds 
that the Spanish authorities have taken so 
serious a view of the situation as to have bo- 
gun preparations to preserve Spantsh peu- 
trality in case of a state wide revolution. 


Cause of the Trouble. 

The present state of affairé if Portugal 
was brought about by the ant&igoniam held 
by the conservative party to the directorship 
which ts headed by Prime Minister Franco. 

The opposition to the premier has been 
growing ly for several months and cul- 
minated receritly in a message to the king 
de thet Premier Franco be deposed 
from power, me ä 

The answer to this request was the banish- 
ment by his father of Crown Prince Louis 
to Villa Vicoso, a royal residence in a remote 
part of the kingdom. This was done, it was 
said, because Louls was opposed to the 
favors conferred on Franco by the king. 

Immediately after ‘the report of Louis 
banishment became known the government 
issued a denial, but this was taken in Paris 
to mean nothing. 

Then later Carios announced his. entire. 
faith in Franco and the other members of the 
cabinet now holding power and refused ab- 
solutely to remove them. He also placed it 
im the power of the premier to call the time 


for the election of the new cortes to replace 


the one which was dissolved on May 12.

STRVE ADAMS GRTS MISTRIAL 


Jury Discharged After Twenty- 
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ONLY FOUR VOTE “GUILTY.” 


Long Contest Is Marked by Fight Over 
Prisoner’s Confession. 


Rathdrum, Idaho, Nov. 2.—[{Special.]— 
After being out twenty-four hours, the jury 
in the Steve Adams murder trial reported to- 
night they could not agree and were dis- 
charged, They stood eight for acquittal and 
four for conviction. 


Adams, who was alleged to be a tool of. 


the officers of the Western Federation of 
Labor, was charged with the assassination 
of Fred Tyler in August. 1904. 

Soon after arrest. Detective McParland, 
the man who induced Harry Orchard to talk 
of the alleged crimes of the Western federa- 
tion’s inner ring,“ obtained a confession 
from Adams, in which he told of the slaying 
of Tyler and of other crimes which he said 
he had committed at the instigation of Jack 
Simpkins. 

Confession Tells of Crimes. 
He said he had done away with Fred Tyler, 
who was a settler in the Marble creek dis- 
trict of Shdshone county, because Tyler had 
possession of a claim which was wanted by 
Jack Simpkins and because he had interfered 
in other ways with the desires of Simpkins. 

The admission of this confession as evi- 
dence in the trial wae fought by Clarence 
Darrow, the Chicago lawyer who was de- 
fending him, on the grounds that it was 
forced from him under duress. The testi- 
mony was admitted, but failed to impress 
the jury. 

The trial, which closed today, lasted nearly 
a month. 

Darrow’s Pleas Are Vain. 

Clarence Darrow of counsel for Adams 
tried to obtain concessions of bail for Adams 
and immunity from arrest by Colorado au- 
thorities until the Tyler case is disposed of. 

No promise was given him. Sheriff Bailey 
of Shoshone county is here with a warrant 
for the arrest of Adams on the charge of 
murdering Ed Boule near the same place and 
about the time the Tyler murder occurred. 

Mr. Hawley, chief counsel for the state, 
declared the disagreement of the jury will 
have no effect on the prosecution of the Tyler 

case again, nor will it lea em the efforts of the 
state to prosecute in other cases wherein 
Western Federation of Miners officials and 
prominent members are defendants. 

Mr. Hawley ie disappointed at the verdict. 
Darrow says the defense expected an ac- 
quittal.

When 
we stop; } ll permanently unchain women 
from the Slavery and drudgery of the 
kitchen.“ 

The majority of the members of the Anthro- 
pological society applauded the sentiment 
loudly, the men smiled blandly. 


Mrs. Heath Praises Goobers. 
hen came Mrs. Heath with her testimo- 
al in support of Prof. Allen's dietary sye- 
tem.

California Police Take Suspected

He says the testimony of Mise Kerfoot will 
hang Kleinschmidt. She told him, he as- 
serts, that after the supposed suicide of 
Bellows she was induced by Kleinschmidt to 
go to hia house in Oakland. There he first 
offered to marry her, and when she refused 
he declared that she must consent to commit 
guicide, as Bellows had. When she became 


‘frightened and tried te escape Kleinschmidt 


attacked her. 


Bellows’ Suicide“ Doubted. 


» Bellows was found lying in the park at 
Berkeley on July 27 last. A bottle which had 
contained cyanide of potassium was beside 
him, and every indication was that he had 
committed suicide. 

The police communicated with his brother, 
Edwin Bellows, at 1487 Galt avenue, Chicago, 
and the Chicago relatives of the young man 
ingisted that he had been murdered. 

A quiet investigation was begun and after 
it was learned that Bellows had been en- 
gaged to a young woman to whom Klein- 
schmidt also was attentive, and that the two 
young men had an interview on the night 
before the death of Bellows, Kifinschmidt 
was taken into custody. He denied that he 
ever had quarreled with Bellows, 


Cunning Plot Is Seen. 

The police now believe that Kleinschmidt 
murdered Bellows, carried his body to the 
park and put the tell tale bottle beside him 
to lend credence to the suicide theory. They 
conclude that after thus disposing of his 
rival Kleinschmidt laid his plans to marry 


the girl, but she repulsed him.

Evidence Secured That Inde- 
pendent Dealers Have Been 
Coerced by Combine. 


FARMERS WILL TESTIFY. 
Investigators Sent Into Country 
to Get Information as to 
Conspiracy. 


Assistant State’s Attorney James J. Bar- 
bour was notified yesterday that he would 
have to pay 8 cents a quart for milk for his 
household in the future. He had been pay- 
ing 7. The notice came from the Wieland 
which Mr. Barbour sup- 
posed was not in the milk trust. It stirred 
the assistant state’s attorney to still greater 
activity in investigating the operations of 
the milk trust, which has been his special 
duty for the last few days. 

The Wieland company sells most of the 
milk in Rogers Park, where Mr. Barbour 
resides. 

“Tt looks as if the large independent deal- 
ers have been compelled to follow the lead of 
the milk dealers who have raised prices,” 
gad Mr. Barbour, and I am going to in- 
vestigate that feature thoroughly. I have 
had conversations with drivers and other 
employés indicating that measures have been 
taken to whip the independent dealers into 
line. 

„People who have complained of the ad- 
vance in price made by the Borden and 
Bowman companies and have threatened to 
take their milk from independent dealers 
have been told by the drivers that in a short 
time there would not be any independent 
dealers.“ 

From this and other evidence Mr. Barbour 

concludes that the largest dealers have sim- 
ply instituted a campaign for the suppres- 
sion of competition.

BOND BIDS SWAMP CORTELYOU 


Has No Doubt $50,000,000Canal 
Issue Will Be Fully Covered. 


CERTIFICATES GO WELL, TOO 


Chicago and Other Cities Anxious to 
Resume Cash Payments. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 24.—[ Special. 
Sectetary Cortelyou's office practically is 
swamped with bids from national banks for 
the Panama canal bonds, 650.000 000 of 
which are to be sold. The envelopes will not 
be opened until the time for receiving bids 
closes on Saturday, but the number of bids 
received’ and the declared purpose of some 
of the large New York and Chicago banks to 
subscribe with the purpose of increasing 
their note circulation leaves no doubt in the 
minds of bankers and treasury officials that 
the loan will be covered.

The importation of $81,000,000 in gold, now 
arrived, on the way, or engaged, adds so 
greatly to the monetary resources of the 
country that it is anticipated there wiil soon 
be a plethora of circulation rather than too 
little. 

The weekly statement of the New York 
clearing house banks, in showing a decrease 
in required reserves of less than half a mil- 
Mion dollars, has created a favorable im- 
pression in banking circles. The large ar- 
rivals of gold by the Mauretania on Satur- 
day are not included in these dgures, and 
other recent arrivale do not have their full 
weight under the system of averaging the 
daily statements. a

He Wants All of Nation’s Money Placed 
Back Into Circulation. 


St. Paul; Minn... Nov. 24.—[Special.}—In a 
statement issued today, President A. B. 
Stickney of the Chicago Great Western rall- 
way scores the present banking system of 
_the country and denounces the theory that 
the present money stringency is due to lack 
of circulation. 

President Stickney declares that while the 
government is urging the people to have 
confidence in the national banks, it does not 
regard them as good enough to hold govern- 
ment deposits. He declares that, during the 
forty-five years since the present system was 
instituted, congress has not provided legis- 
lation which would permit these deposits. 
Mr, Stickney continues: 


His Solution of Stringency. 

I am much in hope that President Roose- 
velt has been misquoted in his reported indi- 
eations that he favors iséufhg more national 
bank notes against the security of railway 
and municipal bonds. I cannot make my- 
self believe that such action, introducing as 
many different kinds of currency of as many 
different values as there are issuing banks, 
say 10,000 or 12,000, would be a wise move. 

‘Such new currency would be of inferior 
character to the present currency, would not 
be available for reserves for gro and 
would drive the better currency out of circu- 
lation, and, instead of increasing the volume 
of our currency, would decrease it. 


In my judgment, the way to provide the a 


necessary amount of currency is not to issue 
more but to economize in the use of what we 
have and devise a banking system which will 
permit it to circulate instead of being hoard- 


ed. 


Packing Firms an Example.

An excessive supply of currency may 


revive stock speculation. It may drive ont 
of the country the gold which the banks 


have recently bought in Europe and 
brought here. There are many who would 
deplore the happening of either of these 
things. It is desirable for varions reasons 
that there should not be an excess of eur 


reney, and that whatever excess there 


may be a short time hence should be 
speedily retired. ; 

Whether all the banks would, if they 
could, retire notes which were no longer 
needed to carry on the business of the 
country is uncertain. If they were tx 


wish to retire the moment that, they were 


not needed the millions in new notes about 
to be issued they would be unable to do 
so. The laws would not permit it. Thea 
specter of a possible contraction of the 
currency by the banks “to make money 
dear” has influenced national legislation. 
The volume of notes that can be retired 


‘monthly has been sedulously limited. 


If it shall be the wish of congress to do 
at once something practical in the way of 
giving elasticity to the currency it will 
give the banks leave to retire forthwith 
notes to any amount, so that the volume 
of bank note currency may not be far in 
excess of the needs of business a few 
months hence. This would be a ‘relief 
measure, and it should not take congresa 
long to enact it. ! 


STATE AND CITY. 

There is now $4,000,000 in the Illinois 
state treasury to the credit of the revenue 
fund. Between now and July 1 next a 
little more than $8,000,000 will have to 
be disbursed. The state will have about 
$11,000,000, including cash on hand, with 
which, to meet the claims on it, and will 
begin its next fiscal year with a cash bal- 
ance of $3,000,000. 

The finances of the state are in fine 
condition. It does not have to borrow 
money in anticipation of the collection of 
taxes. It can pay all bills the day they 
become due. It can buy supplies at bot- 
tom prices, because dealers know that it 
has the cash with which to pay for them. 

No matter how much the revenue of 


Chicago from one or another source may 


increase, it never will be out of financial 
straits until it shall be about as fore- 
handed as the state is, The city will not 


“begin receiving the money called for by 


the tax levy of 1907 until January of next 
year. It has to anticipate the collection 
of the taxes by borrowing, and the inter- 
est payments eat into its revenues. 


Money which is needed for public im- 
| provements goes to pay interest bills. 


It Will be a slow and laborious task for 
the city to catch up and cease being a 
perpetual] borrower, but it is a task which 
the men who administer the financial af- 
fairs of the city will have to take in hand 
some day. 


MAXIMUM SMOKE FINES. 

The Municipal court judge who fined 
three smoke makers $100 for each offense, 
the largest fine possible under the law, 
did a good thing. If smoke is to be 


stopped it must be made expensive. A 


man who is warned eyery two or three 
months but never punished cares little for 
the warning. A man who is fined once 
a year and let alone the rest of the time 


looks on the fine as the cost of a license 


to continne to break the law. But the 
application of the maximum fine for every 
offense and an arrest every day 80 long 
as the smoking is continued will soon 


bring the most defiant smoke maker to 


terms. 

The suppression of smoke to the extent 
of at least nine-tenths of the present 
volume is not only theoretically possible 
but is proved to be practical. The initial 
cost of new apparatus is something, but 
care is needed more than money. A care- 
less fireman can bring to naught the pur- 


pose of the best smoke consuming ap- 


paratus and an expert fireman can avoid 
half the smoke where no special apparatus 
is used. | 
The reduction of the smoke in the air 
is more important in winter than in sum- 
mer. The amount of coal burned in the 


city is greater by far. The danger offog 
and other atmospheric conditions which 
bring the smoke down to be a torment to 


delicate throats and lungs is greater lu 
winter.

It is a more serious matter to 
cut eff the already diminished amount of 


calls for funds for regular expenses of 


athletic contests are steady and proper. 


The old fashioned. way was to raise the 
needed amounts by subscription. This 


answered at a time wien both physical 


culture and participation in athletics were 
optional. When physical culture came to 
be required the student body rightfully 
felt that the authorities of the institu- 
tion should bear the expense. The growth 
of athletic jnterest in the country, the im- 
provement and perfection of articles used 
in games, and the demand on the part of 
spectators for better facilities led to the 
„ gate.“ That promised a good income. 
The better the teams and the more in- 
tense the rivalry the bigger the gate re- 
ceipts were bound to be. 


This situation led to the competition for 


athletes and. the bitter university rivalries 
which brought about the reforms in foot- 
ball. If sport were endowed the evils 


‘connected with the “gate” would dis- 


appear. But it would require a large 
amount to place the colleges of the coun- 
try on a working basis in athletics. The 
football gate” pays the bills for base- 
ball, tennis, rowing, track, and field. In 
many cases it helps to pay salaries of in- 
structors and laborers and to cover the 
running expenses of the gymnasium. The 
small colleges are helped by their share 
of the money received from contests with 
the larger ones. The interested spectators 
amounts. 
If some millionaire philanthropist decided 
to endow athletics throughout the country 
he might save much worry and work on 
the part of the management.“ He might 
make opportunity for many thousands to 
see lively contests. But it is not a neces- 
sary conclusion that the contests would 
he a bit better if no admission fee were 
charged. It is not the athlete but the in- 
stitution that would be helped by such 
endowment.

Schools like Eton and Harrow are minia- 
ture republics, where titular distinctions go 
for nothing, and wealth for still less. Per- 
sonal merit and success in college sports are 
the principal grounds for eminence. That 
young Anthony Rothschild should have been 
elected captain of the school speaks volumes 
for his own worth and for the freedom from 
racial and religious prejudices of his school- 
mates. f a 

Leopold is the racing member of the Roths- 
chtid family, and has been for many years 
a member of the English Jockey club, which, 
as every one knows, is a terribly exclusives 
institdtion and particularly free in its use 
of black bas. 

Formerly Leopold Rothschild raced under 
the name of Mr. Acton,“ but has long since 
abandoned that transparent pseudonym for 
his own name. 

‘He has a charming place at Newmarket, 
where King Edward is a frequent guest, but 
hia principal country seat is at Ascot house, 
in Buckinghamshire, which, owing to the 
large number of country seats owned in the 
eounty by the Rothschilds and other mem- 
bers of the Jewish race, has been nicknamed 
the Land of Goshen.’’ 

Xoung Lionel Rothschild, who has inher- 
ited much of the comeliness of his mother, 
who was one of the beautiful Misses Perugia, 
of the famous and ancient Venetian Jewish 
family of that name, is, while in this country, 
to make himself acquainted with American 
business methods, an object which it is easy 
to understand when one recalls the enormous 
interests which the Rothschilds have in the 
United States. 

He is about 25 years of age, a sportsman, 
an athlete, and much liked in London society. 

It may be remembered that his cousins, 
Alphonse and Louis Rothschild, sons of 
Baron Albert Rothschild! chief of the Aus- 
trian branch of the financial dynasty, were 
in America two years ago spending the sea- 
son in New York. 

‘ — 

With regard to Baroness Adolphe Roths- 
child, whose death has just takén place, she 
was quite advanced in years, and was the 
eldest sister of Baron Albert and Baron Na- 
thanſel of the Viennese branch. 

Her husband, Baron Adolphe, who died 
seven years ago, was the head of the Italian 
branch of the house until 1862, when he gave 
up his business and his home in Naples on 
the fall of the Bourbons, to whose cause HS 
was devoted, and migrated to Paris, where, 
with his wife, he made his home in a mag- 
nificent mansion in the Rue Monceau, the 
only house in Paris where the ex-queen of 
Naples was ever to be met, or which she 
frequented. ' 

In fact, the widowed ex-queen loses one of 
her closest and oldest friends through the 
death of Baroness Adolphe Rothschild. It 
the king and queen of Naples were able to 
rescue a remnant of their fortune after being 
driven from their throne in 1862, it was en- 
tirely due to the Adolphe Rothschilds, and it 
subsequently the ex-king and ex-queen man- 
aged to make both ends meet, first of all at 
Rome and subsequently in Paris, without 
much privation, it was owing to the way in 
which the baron adniinistered what was left 
of their propefty. a2 

Moreover, there is every reason to believe 
that Baron Adolphe Rothschild on more than 
one occasion came forward to réscue the ex- 
king from some unfortunate scrape in Paris. 
It is needless to enter Into details. But those 
who have read the remarkable story of this 
fallen monarch in the pages of Alphonse 
Daudet’s “Kings in Exile, wherein he fig- 
ures as the the ex-king of Illyria,” will 
readily understand how much that scion of 
royalty owed to the baron, and will be ready 
to appreciate the extent of the feelings of 
gratitude of the ex-queen for the financier 
and his wife: - 

— 

The Adolphe Rothschilds, on this account, 
also held a high place in the regard of the 
late empress of Austria. In fact, it is prob- 
able that that ill fated lady would be alive 
today had she not staid on beyond the ap- 
pointed time at Geneva, in order to pay a visit 
to Baroness Adolphe Rothschild at her coun- 
try seat at Pagny, in the vicinity of Geneva. 
The baroness pressed the empress to make 
the return trip to Montraux, where she was 
staying, at the other end of the lake, in her 
private yacht. But the empress declined, 
declaring that she preferred the ordinary 
passenger steamer, and it was when about 
to board the latter that she was assassinated. 
‘ As Baron and Baroness Adolphe Rothschild 
have left no children, some speculation exists’ 
as to what disposition will be made of their 
marvelous treasures of every conceivable 
kind which they had assembled around them 
at their house in Paris and at their country 
seat at Pagny. 

Thus, in her Paris home the late baroness 
had an entire Meuble de Salon which had 
belonged to Mme. de Montespan, and which 
had been specially made for the latter by 
order of King Louis XIV. She also owned 
the famous Este crystals, as well as the well 
nigh priceless hunting horn in Limoges 
enamel made by Leonard Limousin for King 
Frances I., while her collection of missals 
was unique. 

Although as a rule the Rothschild family is 
united, yet the Adolphes were on far from 
friendly terms with their relatives, and at 
the time of his death Baron Adolphe had re- 
fused to hold any intercourse whatsoever 
with any of the members of his family ex- 
cepting his nieces, the late duchesse de Gra- 
mont and the late princess de Wagram, both 
of whom had become converts to the Roman 
Catholic church on their marriage. 


— 

It is greatly to be regretted that neither 
Prince Herbert Bismarck nor yet his younger 
brother, Bill,“ has remained alive, in 
order to prevent the Polish Jew who has 
a@fsumed the name of Maximilian Harden 
from making capital of his alleged intimacy 
and close friendship with the first chancellor 
of the present German empire. 

Harden since his trial the other day has 
actually had the impudence to deliver a lec- 
ture on the great Bismarck, from which it 
would appear that the celebrated statesman 
was in con and intimate communion 
with him; and was wont, both prior and sub- 
sequent to his leaving office, to consult him 
upon every conceivable matter, even upon the 
most important and secret questions of na- 
tional and foreign policy. . 

Yet Harden only met Prince Bismarck a 
single time at Friedrichsruh, where he was 
presented by the chancellor's physician, Dr. 
Schweninger, and where, thanks to this in- 
troduction, he was invited by the prince to 
remain to luncheon. 

He was ill advised enough to make some 
indisereet use in the press of a remark made 
by the chancellor at table, and Bismarck 
Was 80 enraged by this abuse of hospitality 


that he never permitted thé man to cross 


his threshold again, Herbert Bismarck taking 
Dr. Schweninger hotly to task for having 
brought such a man to Friedrichsruh.

enough men to have in them something of the 
feminine nature could bring to the reading. 
She gave performances yesterday ofthe 
Beethoven Waldstein Sonata, the Schumann 
“Symphonic Studies,” and the Brahms B 
minor Rhapsody that were superb in the 
breadth of style, the thorough musicianship, 
and the fine, sane, healthy emotion and senti- 
ment that distinguished them: The tonal 
loveliness of everything Mme. Carreno does 
is one of the supreme excellences of her 
work. She draws from the instrument a 
tone that is fairly cello like in its smooth- 
ness, its warmth, and its singing quality. 
Every cantabile phrase sings for her, and the 
brilliant passages are golden when she 
wishes them to be. She has lived so in her 
art, and has devoted herself so wholly to it, 
that it has become a natural utterance with 
her, and technic, method, and means are lost 
sight of im the presence of the inner meaning 
of the composition being played. Every 
phrase is articulated clearly and cleanly, not 
because she has worked it out so but because 
she thinks it so; and her fingers respond to 
the mental action. Rarely has the wonder- 
ful slow portion of the Beethoven Sonata 
been played with as fine insight, as genuine 
feeliig, and as true poetry as it was yester- 
day by her, and but rarely have the Sym- 
phonic Studies of Schumann been made to 
seem so complete a unit and so much an in- 
tion. 
ie the Chopin. group the B flat Prelude was 
effectively given, but the G minor one that 
followed was Kurried until clarity was lost. 
The big C minor Nocturne was accorded a 
truly masterly reading. the whole being 
“held together as but few pianists succeed 
in keeping it. The Tarantelle was a mad 
dash. as it should be, and the Barcarolle was 
beautifully given.

COLD COMFORT FOR BRITAIN 
IN NEW RECIPROCITY PLAN, 


United States Makee Few Concessions 
Under the Arrangement Recently 
Signed Between Two Governments. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 24.—A pitifully 
small concession is that. made to the united 


kingdom by America in the new reciprocity. 


arrangement, according to the admission of 
the officials here themselves, but after all it 


is pointed out it was the best that could be 


done under the law. 

Details of the agreement reached between 
Ambassador Reid and the British foreign 
office have not yet reached the state depart- 
ment, but the scope of the matter is fully 
understood here. The united kingdom agrees 
to admit free samples of commercial travel- 
ers and in return America agrees to admit 
at reduced rates of duty works of art orig- 
inating in the united kingdom. 

The value et the concession made by Amer- 
ica is measured in comparatively smalt fig- 
ures. Last year the total value of dutiable 
works of art imported from Great Britain 
into the United States was $740,016. The rate 
of duty was 20 per cent ad valorem, and 
under the new arrangement this has been re- 
duced to 15 per cent, which in round figures 


would amount to an abatement of duty of 


587.000 per annum. The British Works of 
art imported into the United States were 
valued at about half the French imports and 
amounted to about double those from Italy. 

The British conceasion of free samples for 
commercial travelers is similar to that made 
to Belgium on Nov. 10, 1906, and requires 
the deposit of the amount of the duty or a 
bond for the same as a preliminary to the 
free admission of the samples, the duty of 
bond to be withdrawn at the pleasure of the 
traveler upon leaving the country. The sam- 
ples are, it gs Same to be used solely fot 
the purpose obteining orders and not for 
sale.”” Of. course it is well known that in 
most cases there ie no duty imposed upon 
goods imported into Great Britain.

Avoiding Immunity Claims, and In- 
dictments Are Expected. 


State's Attorney Healy said vesterday he 
expected the investigation of gambling in 
Chicago by the grand jury would conclude 
tomorrow night. He would not Indicate the 
prospective results, but it is known indict- 
ments are expected against a number of 
prominent gamblers who have been indicted 
in the past, among them being John F.

Money” Situation Causes Big | 
a Shrinkage in Speculation. 


OTHER CERE EALS ARE QUIET. 


abet Husking Returns. 


Under steady and persistent liquidation by 
holders of the December future last week's 
“wheat market was made to feel keenly the 
lightness of speculative support, due to the 
financial situation. Except at infrequent in- 
tervals, heaviness hung over the market, 
with pit trade dull, narrow, and almost en- 
tirely of a local professional character. 
News influences Were of two colors, but 
items that would help the bulls under ordi- 
nary conditions lost their effectiveness in 
view of the unfavorable money situation. 
Week end quotations represented net de- 
clines of 8 for December, 2%@2%c for 
May, and 1%c for July, compared to those of 
the preceding week. 

Fear of approaching deliveries on Decem- 
ber contracts prompted pronounced caution 
on the part of buyers, and the majority of 
operators do not look for any material re- 
suscitation of values until the nearby month 
ig out of the way and the general market 
receives more encouragement from the 
money situation. Many traders who recent- 
ly believed that the market was in a good po- 
sition to strengthen were discouraged by 
prevailing conditions to reduce their lines 
or get off of the bull side altogether. With 
the buying power so weak and unresponsive, 
they hold, there is little on the surface to 
warrant a better tone, although they see 
much in the general situation to speak hope- 
fully for the future. 


Bulls Point to Russian Situation. 
Conditions in Russia and India continue 
among the bulls' biggest cards, prospects in 
both countries being far from promising. 
The situation in important parte of India is 
said to be similar to that of 1896 when famine 


| stalked the land. The Russian government 


evidently believes conditions justify the re- 
stricting of exports to small proportions. 
Conditions in Hungary and other parts of 
Europe also are pointed to by the bulls as in- 
fluences of importance. Australian ship- 
ments have dwindled to insignificant propor- 
tions. 
World’s Eyes on the Argentine. 

The eyes of the world are focused on the 
Argentine, advices concerning whose crop, 
which is. now being garnered, being in the 
main more favorable than those recently re- 
ceived. Private estimates fix that country’s 
exportable surplus as high as 150,000,000 
bi, but many in the trade are inclined to 
regard such a big figure as extrav Log It 
is estimated that shipments from Ar- 
gentine between the middle of — month 
and Feb. 1 will average about 1,250,000 bu 
per week, and that the weekly exports in 
February will approximate 6,000,000 bu. 

Because of the high prices and the genera} 
tightness of money Broomhall, the English 
expert, has reduced his estimate of the world’s 
requirements 50,000,000 bu. The general cash 
demand, foreign and domestic, has Deen light, 
buyers taking only what they need for cur- 
rent use. Millers in all directions continue 
to report small demand for flour, al- 
though it is admitted that stocks of the 
breadstuff at numerous centers are at low 
ebb. Considering the difficulties that have 
confronted shippers and receivers, the gen- 
eral domestic movement of wheat has been 
fairly largé, although showing materially 
under that of a year ago. It is expected 
that the near future will witness a brisker 
movement in the northwest. 


Heavy Tone to Corn Mart. 

Heaviness characterized the corn market 
last week, although there were suggestions 
of firmness. As in wheat, business wae held 
down by the finandlal situation, operations 
in the pit at times being practically at a 
standstill. Saturday’s final prices showed 
net losses of 2%c for December, 15%c for May, 
and 1%c for July, compared to those of the 
preceding Saturday. 

Wet weather in important sections of the 
belt was considered unfavorable to the con- 
ditioning of the grain and as against mov- 
ing from the farms. Iowa and Nebraska 
continued to flood the market with reports 
of disappointing husking returns, calling at- 
tention to the great amount of soft corn, but 
the general unfavorableness of speculative 
conditions offset their influence to a large 
extent. There are many conservative opera- 
tors who believe that prices are destined to 
work higher, but they are not expecting 
much in the way of developments pending 
a normal veering of the money situation. 
The general cush demand has lost much 
snap as a result of money matters, but the 
iightness of the movement from the country 
has prevented much accumulation of stocks 
at important centers. Men familiar with con- 
ditions do not look for much increase in con- 
tract huldings this year. 


Featureless Trade in Oats. 

Inactivity continued to mark the oats mar- 
ket, which offered but little in the way of 
new developments. Scalpers provided the 
bulk of business in the pit. Price changes 
were slight, although at times the market 
displayed relatively more firmness than the 
more important cereals. It was reported 
that the leading long had effected a private 
settlement with a leading interest, but the 
holder in question is said not to have lost 
any of his confidence in the legitimate 
strength of the situation, although the state 
of. money is considered too strongly against 
the market to warrant much of an effort 
to boost values from the prevailing level. 
The movement from the country is not large, 
and stocks at many points are practically 
exhausted. The east is admittedly in need 
of much of the grain, but it is moving slowly 
as a result of the financial difficulties. Farm- 
ers are said to be disinclined to sell freely 
at the prices offered, and they have shown 
as pronounced dislike for anything but read 
money. Week end quotations showed net 
declines of 1c for the December, 4 for 
the May, and le for the July, compared 
to those of the preceding period.
